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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-3 in the reply filed on March 17, 2006, is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no additional burden on Examiner 
to search for the composition, product, and method. This is not found persuasive because the 
search required is different and the issues which will be raised during examination will be 
divergent, examination of the composition, product and method would be burdensome and 
therefore the restriction requirement is maintained. 

Claims 4-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on March 17, 
2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 to 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bugosh (US 
291 5475) in view of the admitted prior art at page 2, paragraph 7 and paragraphs 15 to 20 of the 
present specification. 
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Bugosh teaches the use of boehmite as an additive to epoxy resins wherein the boehmite 
is dispersed in the resin formulation. See column 29, lines 7-21. Bugosh teaches that by 
incorporative the boehmite into the resins products with improved tensile and impact strength is 
achieved. The boehmite is taught to be incorporated in an amount of 1-40% which overlaps the 
ranges set forth in claims 2 and 3. Bugosh is not specific as to the nature of the epoxy used. As 
admitted by applicant halogen-free epoxy resins advanced with phosphorus are old and well 
known. To have used one of these known epoxy resins as the epoxy suggested by Bugosh would 
have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art as the use of known epoxies of the 
type suggested by Bugosh in order to obtain an epoxy resin product having improved tensile and 
impact strength. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
